pleaſure : Then ſaid l. Lo, come 
(In rhe volume of the bock it is 
wrinenot me) todo thy will, O 
od. Above, when he ſaid Sa- 
crince and r and burnt- 
ofterings, ard offering * 
ou 
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ou wouldſt not, neirher hadſt 
pleaſure therein, which are of- 
fered by the law: Then faid he, 
Lo, I come to do thy will, OGod. 
He takerh away the hrft, chat he 
way eftabliſh the ſecond. By the 
which will we are ſan died, 
through che offering of the body 
of jelus Chriſt once for all. And 
every prieft ſtandeth daily mi- 
niftcing, and offering oftentimes 
the ame ſacrifices which can ne- 
ver take away fins. But this man 
after he had offered one ſacrihce 
for fins, for ever ſat down on the 
right hand of God; from henee- 
forth expecting till his enemies 
be made his foot- ſtool. For by 
one offering he hath perfected 
far ever them that are ſanctified: 
Whereof the Holy Ghoſt alſo 
is a witneſz to us: For after that 
he had ſaid before, This is rhe 
covenant that Iwill make with 
them after thoſe days, faith rhe 
Lord, I will put my laws into 
their hearts, and in their minds 
will | write them; and their ſins 
and iniquities will 1 remember 
no more. Now where remiſſion 
of theſe ia, there ii no more offer- 
ing for fin. Having therefore, 
brethren, boldneſs to enter into 
che holieſt by the blood of je- 
ſus, by a new and living way, 
which he hath conſecrated for 
us, through the vail, chat is to ſay, 
his fleſh ; and — an 2 
prieſt over the houſe of God, let 
us draw near with a true heart , 
in full aſſurance of faith, _oving 
our hearts ſprinkled from an evi 
conſcience, and ourbodies Wach- 
ed with pure water. Let us hold 
fat the profeſſion of our faith 
without wavering: ( for he is 
taichful that promiſed ) And let 
us conlider one another to pro- 
voke unto love, and to good 
works ; not forlaking the atiem-

Pilate therefore went forth a- 
pain, and ſaith unto them, Re- 
old, I bring him forth to you, 
that ye may know chat I find 
no fault in him. Then came Je- 
ſus forth, wearing the crown of 
thorns, and the purple robe. And 
Pilate (airh unto them, Behold 
the man. Whenthe chief pricfts 
therefore, and officers ſaw him, 
rhey cried out, ſaying, Crucifie 
im, crucine him. Pilate ſaich 
unto them, Take ye him, and 
crucihe him: for I find no faul 
in him. The Jews anſwered him, 
We have x law, and by our law 
he ought todiec, becauſe he made 
himſelf che Son of God. When 
Pilate therefore heard that ſay- 
ing, he was the more afraid ; and 
went on into the judgment- 
hall, and ſaith uncoJeſus, W hence 
art thou ? but Jeſus gave him no 
anſwer. Then faith Pilate unco 
him, Speakeſt thou not unto 
me? knoweft thou not, that 1 
ha re power to crucihe thee, and 
have power toreleaſe thee? Je- 
ſus anſwered », Thou couldeſt 
have no power at all againſt me, 
Except it were given thee from 
above: therefoce he that deli- 
vered me unto thee hath the 
eater ſin. And trom thence- 
orth Pilate ſought to releaſe 
him ; but the Jews cried our, 
(aying, If thou let this man go, 
thou art not Cefars friend: ho- 
ſoever maketh himſelt a King, 
Ds (dea

fpeakerh againſt Ceſar. When 
Pilate therefore heard 
ing, he brought ſeſus forth, and 
ſar down in the judgment: ſeat, 
ina place that is called the Pave- 
ment, but in the Hebrew Gab- 
batha. And it was the preparati- 
on ot the paſſover, and about the 
tixth hour: and he ſaith unto the 
Jews, Behold your king. But 
they cried out, Away with him, 
away with him, cructhe him. Pi- 
are ſaith unto them, ſhall I cru- 
cihe your king? The chief prieſts 
anſwered, We have no king but 
Ceſar. Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to be cruci- 
ned : and they took Jeſus and 
led him away. And he bearing 
his croſs, went forth into a place 
called the place of à ſcull, which 
is called in the Hebrew Golgo- 
tha: where they crucited him, 
and two other with him, on ei- 
rher fide one, and Jeſus in the 
midft. And Pilate wrote a title, 
and put ic on the croſs. And the 
writing was, JESUS OF NA- 
ZAKRETH THE KING 
O05 THE JEWS, This title 
then read many of the Jews: for 
the place where Jeſus was cruci- 
bed was nigh to the city: and 
it was written in Hebrew, and 
Greek, end Latin. Then (aid 
rhe chiet prieſts of the Jews to 
Fiat, Wrice not, the king of 
the Jews; but that he ſaid, I am 
the king of the Jews. Pilate an- 
ſwered, What I have written, 
I have Written. Then the fol- 
diers, when they had crucihed 
Jetus, took his garmemts (and 
made tour parts, to every fol- 
dier a part) and alſo his coac: 
nov the coat Wes without ſeam, 
woven from the top through- 
nut. They tai4 rheretore among 
themſelves, Let us nor rend ir, 
bur catt lots for it, whoſe ir ſhall 


be: that tie ſcx ipture might be 


that ſay- ed 


fulfilled, which ſalch. They part- 
my raiment among them, 
and for my veſture they did can 
lots. Theſe things therefore rhe 
ſoldiers did. Now there ftood 
by the croſs of Jeſus, his morher 
and his mothers fifter, Mary the 
wite of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. When Jeſus rhere- 
fore ſaw his mother, and the di- 
ſciple ſtand ing by whom he lo 
ved, he faith unto his mother, 


Woman, behold thy ſon. Then j 


faith he to the diſciple, Behold 
thy mother. And from that hour 
chat diſciple rook her unto his 
own home. After this, Jeſus 
knowing that all rhings were 
now accompliſhed, that the Scri- 
prure might be fulhlled, faith, 1 
thirft. Now there was (eta vetlel 
full of vinegar: and they filleu 
a ſpunge with vinegar, and put 
it upon hy ſſop, and put it to his 
mouth. When Jeſus therefore 
had received the vinegar, he ſaid, 
It is hniſhed : and he bowed hiv 
head, and gave up the ghoſt. The 
Jews therefore becauſe it was 
the preparation, that the bodies 
ſhould not remain upon the cro(s 
on the fabbath-day (for chat 
fabbath-day was an high day ) 
beſcught Pilate that their legs 
might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. Then 
came the ſoldiers, and brake the 
legs of the firſt, and of the o- 
ther which was crucined with 
him. But when they came to je- 
ſus, and ſaw chat he was dead l- 
ready, they brake not his leps. 
But one of the ſoldiers with © 
ſpear pierced his tide, and forrt- 
with came there our blood and 
water. And he that ſaw it bare 


record, and his record is true 


and he knowerh that he fairh 
true, that ye might believe. For 
theſe things were done that the 
Scripture ſhnuld be fulhlled, 4A
